S.RO. 57.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso! to article 309 of the Constitution, 
the President hereby makes the following rules to 
regulate the allotment of residential quarters to the 
Civilians in Defenece Services in respect of residen¬ 
tial quarters specifically constructed for them, in 
Ordnance and Ordnance Equipment Factories and 
their allied esiablishments of Defence Services, 
namely :— 

1. Short title, application and commencement.— 

(1) These rules may be called the Allotment of 
Residences (Ordnance Factories Accommodation for 
Civilians in Defence Services) Rules, 1993. 

(2) These rules shall apply to all civilians paid 
from Defence Services Estimates, employed in 
Ordnance and Ordnance Equipment Factories and 
their allied estabiislimenfs in the matter of allotment 
of residences specifically constructed for civilian 
employees in the estates of Ordnance and Ordnance 
Equipment Factories. 

(3) These rules shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules unless the context 
otherwise requires :— 

(a) “allotment” means the grant of a licence 
to occupy a residence ah accordance with 
the provisions of these rules ; 

(b) “allotment year” means the year beginning 
on the Ist April of each year or such 
other period as may be notified by the 
allotting authority ; 

(c) “allotting authority” means the General 
Manager or the Officer-in-Temporary- 
Charge of General Manager or Deputy 
General Manager (Administration), if speci¬ 
fically authorised to exercise the powers of 
allotting authority by ffie General Manager 
in the Ortinance and Ordnance Equipment 
Factories ; 

(d) “eligible office” means the Ordnance and 
Ordnance Equipment Factories, its allied 
establishments and Military Engineering 


Service where it is intended exclusively for 
Ordnance|Ordnance Equipment Factories ; 

(e) “emolument” means the basic pay and spe¬ 
cial pay as dyfined in rule 45C of the 
Fundamental Rules. 

EXPLANATION.—In the case of an officer 
who is under suspension, the basic pay 
drawn by him on the first day of the allot¬ 
ment year in which he is placed under 
suspension or if he is placed under sus¬ 
pension on the first day dtf the allotment 
year, the basic pay drawn by him imme¬ 
diately before thaj; date shall be taken 
as basic pay ; 

(f) "family” means the wife or husband, as tlie 
case may be and children, step-children, 
legally adopted children, parents, brothers 
or sisters who ordinarily reside with and 
are dependent on the” officers; 

(g) “Government” means the Central Govern¬ 
ment unless the context otherwise requires ; 

(h) “licence fee” means the sum of money 
payable mouthlj in accordance with provx- 
sion of the Fundamental Rules in respect 
of a residence allotted under these rules. 

NOTE.—On acceptance c# the recommendations 
of Fourth Pay Commission relating to the 
charging of licence fee for Government 
accommodation, Central Gbvernment has 
prescribed flat rates of licence fee for the 
residential accommodation available in 
General Pool and also under various Minis- 
tries|Departments of Government of India 
all ever the country subject to revision of 
the rate after 3 years. The charging of 
hcence fee at flat rate is equally applicable 
to the occupants of Government accom¬ 
modation in the Estates of Ordnancej 
Ordnance Equipment Factories. 

The flat rate of licence fee for different types of 
accomniodation fixed by Government shall 
be as in Appendix 1. The formula for 
calculating the living area of the accom¬ 
modation shall be as in ‘ Appendix II. Foir 
common services like conservancy charges, 
service tax, fire tax and scavenging tax pay- 
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able tor residences, Ho additional cht'xgcs 
shall be recovered. 

(i) “Priority date’’ of an officer in tclatioio to 
a type of residence to which he is eligible 
means the earliest date from which be has 
been continuously drawing basic pay in the 
pay range relevant to a particular type. 

(i) In fixing relative seniority of applicants 
for particular type df quarters a relative 
chronological arrangement of dates of 
priority of all applicants shall be made. 

(ii) The relative priority dates shall be asses¬ 
sed with reference to the actual dates of 

dwawal of pay at the minimum in parti¬ 
cular pay range. 

tlii) The pay range shall coinprisc basic pay 
including special pay as defined in PR 
45C and does not include any other 
allowances. 

(iv) Provided that where the priority date of 
two or more officers is the same, seniority 
among them shall be determined by the 
amount of basic pay, the officer in receipt 
of higher basic pay taking precedence 
over the Officer in receipt of lower basic 
pay and where the Basic Pay is equal, 
ny-the length of service and where the 
date of joining service is the same i.e. 
length of service is equal, by the age or 
date of birth, 

(v) In the case of Type—A and B quarters 
when more than one individual applicant 
carries the same date of eligibility, per- 
fcrence for allotment shall be given in the 
following order ;— 

(a) On the basis of total length of service 
in regular appdlintment; and 

(b) If more than one individual is placed in 
identical position vis-a-vis the total 
length of service as mentioned at item 
(a) then preference will be given to the 
individual who is senior in age. 

(j) “Residence” means a residence for the time 
being under ihc administrative control of 
the allotting, authority to which these rules 
apply. 

(k) “Same Type” means same type quarters 
with same floor area. Licence Fee and 
amenities ; 

(l) “Station” means the Estate under tho jiyis- 

diction of an Ordnance of Ordnance Equip¬ 
ment Factory ; -. ~ 

tni) ‘-Subletting” includes sharing of accom¬ 
modation by an allottee wth another person 
with or without payment of rent by such 
other person ; 

(n) Provided that sharing ojf accommodation 
by relatives or friends uptp a period of 30 
days shall not be deemed subletting.

EXPLANATION.—Any sharing of accommoda¬ 
tion by an allottee with close relatives ot 
Central Government Employees shall not 
be deemed to be subletting in case prior 
mtimation to this effect is given by tho 
Officer to the aUoting authority, 

(o) “Temporary Transfer” means a hansfer 
which involves an absence for a period not 
exceeding three months ; 

(p) “Transfer” means a transfer from one sta¬ 
tion to another station. 

(q) “Type” in relation to an officer means the 
type of residence to which he is eligible. 

3. Additionsjalternatious of statures in resi¬ 
dences.—No additions or alternations of structural 
character shall be cairitd out in residences at the 
request of allot tees. Such additions or alterations, 
if considered necessary, may be carried out in all 
similar residences in a standarised manner and no 
ailditional licence fee or charges may be recovered 
from the ahottees for such additions or alterations. 

4. Water, electricity and other charges for resi¬ 
dences.—^Water and electricity charges shall be pay¬ 
able by the allottees of quarters as per rules and 
rent regulations and Military Engineering Service 
regulations in addition to licence fee. 

Similarly, charges on account of issue of furniture, 
electrical appliances, air conditioning appliances etc., 
would also be recovered from the aliotfces, if issued 
as per the existing rules. 

5. Criterion for determining the living area.—^The 
living area of the quarters indicaterl in appendi.x II 
has been assessed on the basis of the living area of the 
bulk of General Pool quarters, as these quarters have 
been construcicd ever a long period of time. How¬ 
ever, there may be cases where the living area of 
the quarters may be slightly less than the minimum 
specified for the relevant types or slightly less than 
the maximum specified. In such cases, hcence fee 
shall be recovered on the basis of the classification of 
the types of accommodation and based on the lowest 
or highest rates depending dn the lower living area 
or higher hving area of the quarter and in such cases, 
the licence fee shall be fixed oil provisional basis and 
such anomalies will be sorted out by the Station 
Board cojneerned for the purpose and approved by 
the General Manager. 

6. Licence fee for unclassified and sub-standard 
accommodation.—^Thc licence fee prescribed in Appen¬ 
dix I shall be applicable to efasst^J standard 
accommodation only. Recctvcry' of'^TICence fee in 
respect of unclassified and substandard accommoda¬ 
tion is still under consideration and therefore, licence 
fee for such accommodation shall continue to be 
recovered as per existing rates until further orders, 

7. Licence fee for quarterns in res”pect of house 
owning officers at the place of duty and others

8. Priority of allotment of Quarters for employees 
belonging to common essential services.—-The allot¬ 
ment authority shall form a category of common 
Essential Services such as Fire Fighting, Security, 
Medical, Mechanical and Electrical maintenance, 
personnel for manning power stations and overhead 
lines, water supply and others, telephone operators 
attached to lelephone Maintenance, Teachers and 
any other category of persolnnel which may be defined 
from time to time by executive instruction to be issued 
by or under the authority of the Ordnance Factory 
Board. 

The allotting authority (Officer controlling Estate 
Establishment) will first take out the quarters for 
.allotment (o common essential categories of employees 
(common to all establishments) to be defined as 
indicated heretofore and then allot quarters to 
employees of the general category and thereafter 
allot!distribute pro rata residual quarters to each 
user establishment on 1st April of each year. 

9. Allotment of quarter for essential services cate¬ 
gories of employeesj procedure for allotment t^f 
quarter and power of General Manager to make out 
of turn allotment of quarters.—Of these quarters 
allotted)distributed to each user establishment, the 
Head of establishment will first allocate leasonable 
quota for a portion of his own essential categories, 
if any, and allot^thc balance of quarters to others 
according to normal seniority. As far as the Factory 
establishment is concerned, the General Manager 
may make out of turn allotment on administrative 
ground outside the pale of coimmon essential services 
personnel to Personnel Assistant to General Manager 
and Cashier. The balance quarters available to them 
will be allotted to otlier emplolyees as per priority 
lists. The total number of quarters available to each 
establishment should be published in Factory Order! 
Office Order for general informatieffi. Any change in 
the number of quarters shall be notified in similar 
manner. 


The General Manager of the Factory controlling the 
Estate is the sole authority for allotment of quarters 
to any establishment, namely, Factory proper, Ins¬ 
pectorate of Accounts, etc. 

10. Allotment of Quarters tdj husband and wife, 
eligibility in cases of Officers who axe married to 
each other.— (1) No officer shall be allotted a resi¬ 
dence under these rules if the wife or the husband, 
as the case may be of the officer has already been 
allotted a residence, unless such residence he or she 
surrenders. 

Provided that this sub-rule shall not apply wliere 
the husband and wife : 

(a) are posted in different stations ; 

(b) arc residing separately in pursuance of an 
order of judicial separation made by any 
Court, 

(2) Where two officers in occupation of separate 
residences allotted under these rules in the .same 
Estate mary e^ch other, they shall, within one month 
of the marriage, surrender one of the residences. 

(3) If a residence is not surrendered as required 
by sub-rule (2), the allotment of the residence of 
the lower type shall be deemed to have been cancelled 
on the expiry qf the period specified in sub-rule (2) 
and if the residences are otf the same type, the allot¬ 
ment of such one of them, as the allottmg authority 
may decide shall be deemed to have been cancelled 
off the expiry of the period. 

14) Where both the husband and the wife arc 
employed under Central Government the title of each 
of them to allotment of a residence under these rules 
shall be considered independently. 

11. Classification of residences.—Save as other¬ 
wise provided by these rules, an officer shall be 
eligible for allotment of residence of the type shown 
in the table below :

The allotting authotUy on receipt of an application 
from the entitled persoinnel for allotment of a lower 
type of quarter might allot to him a residence next 
below the type- for which the applicant is eligible ;

Such persomel 
will be shifted to a quarter for which they are entitled 
as soon as it falls vacant in their turn according to 
senioriy. For higher type of quarters where remain¬ 
ing vacant fo)r want of eligible applicants the same 
may be allotted to Officers in the waiting list who are 
eligible one step below type of their entitlement in 
order of priority dates. 

NOTE : Ofi'icers who desire b^ considered for 
allotmnt under this rule shall subnait theit applica¬ 
tion for allotment in duplicate failing which they 
shall be considered for allotment of residence of the 
type to which they are entitled. 

12. Application for allotment.—(1) All Officers 
posted at a station where accommodation has been 
built specifically, for employees otf Ordnance and 
Allied Establishments, are eligible for the allotment 
of such accommodation, shall apply for allotment: 

Provided that the Allotment Authority may be a 
General Order exempt such officers or categories 
thereof as are unlikely to be allotted accommodation 
during an allotment year from applying for such 
accommodation. 

(2) An Officer joining duty at the station on first 
appointment or on transfer may submit his application 

to the allottiny authority within a month of li<i|s 
joining duty. ' 

(3) Applications received under sub-rule (2) on 
or before 20th day of a calender month shall alone 
be considered for allofmcnl in the succeeding month. 

(4) The seniority list will be made on the basis 
of applications received from the eligible members of 
staff of worksrs entitled for Type A and B accom¬ 
modation. This list will be prepared on first January 
and first July each year. 

(5) In the case of quarters, Type-C and above, 
allotment of these quarters will bo made after they 
arc advertised in the Factory Order [Estate Orders. 

13. Allotment of Residences and offers.—(1) Save 
as otherwise provided in these rules, a residence on 
falling vacant shall be allotted by the allotting autho¬ 
rity preferably to an applicant desiring a change of 
accommodation in that type provided he is eligible 
for as per seniority list and if not required for that 
purpeise, to an applicant without accommodation in 
that type having the earliest priority date for that 


type of residence subject to the following condi¬ 
tions ;— 

(I) The allotting authority shall not allot a 
residence of a type hi^cr than that to what 
the applicant is eligible. 

(H) The allotting authority shall not compel 
any applicant to accept a residence of lower 
type than that to what he is eligible. 

(2) The allotting authority may cancel the existing 
allotment of an officer and allot him an alternative 
residence of the same type or in emergent circum¬ 
stances an altemajive residence of the type next below 
file type of residence in occupation of the Officer if 
the residence in occupation of the Officer is required 
to be vacated. 

14. Non-acceptance of allotment or offer or failure 
to occupy the allotted residence after acceptance.— 
(1) If any officer fails to accept the allotment of a 
residence within five days or falls to take possession 
of that residence after acceptance within eight days 
from the date of receipt of the letter of the allotment, 
he shall not be eligible for anojfher allotment for a 
period of 6 months from the date of ffie allotment 
letter. 

(2) If any officer occupying a lower type of resi¬ 
dence is alloltled or offered a residence of the type 
for which he is eligible under rule 11 or for which 
he has applied under sub-rule (1) of rule 12 he 
may, on refusal of the said allotment or offer of 
allotment, be permitted to continue in the previously 
allotted resirlence on the following conditions namely ; 

(a) that such an officer shall not be eligible 
for another allotment for a period of six 
months from the date of tltfe allotment 
letter for the higher class accoimimodation; 

(b) while retaining the exisfitng rea^lence he 
shall be chargetij the same Licence fee 
which he would have toj pay in respect of 
the residence so allotted or offered or the 
Licence fee payable in respect of the 
residence already in his occupation which¬ 
ever is higher. 

15. Period for wliich allotmentl sribsists and the 
conec-ssikmal period for further retention —(1) An 
allotment shall be effective from the date on which 
it is accepted by the officer and shall continue in 
force until : 

(a) the expiry of the concessional period 

permissible under .sub-rule (2) after 
the officer ceases to be on duty

(b) It is cancelled by the allotting authority 
or is deemed to b&ve been cancelled under 
any provision in these rules ;

(3) Where an officer, who is in occupation of 
residence, is allotted another residence and he occupies 
the new residence, tlie allotment of the former resi¬ 
dence shall be deemed to be cancelled from that date 
of occupation of the new residence.

17. Personal liability of Ihe officer for payment of 
Licence fee till the residence is vacated and furnishing 
surety by temporary officers.—(1) The Officer to 
whom a residence has been allotted shall be personally 
liable for the Licence fee thereof and for any damage 
beyond fairwear and tear caused thereto or to the 
furnitiue, fixtures or htting.s or Services provided 
therein by Government during the period for which 
the residence has been and remains allotted to him or 
where the allotment has been cancelled under any of 
the provisions in these rules, until the residence along 
with the out-house.s appertenant thereto, have been 
vacated and full vacant possession thefeof hasi been 
restored to Government. 

f2) Where the officer to whom a residence has 
been allotted is iicilher a pennlanent nor a quasi- 
permanent Government servant shall execute a surety 
bond in the form prescribed in this behalf by the 
Central Government with a surety who shall be a 
permanent Government servant serving under the 
Central Government for due payment of licence fee 
and other charges due from him in respect of such 
residence and services and any other' residence provided 
in lieu. 

(3) If the surety ceases to be in Government 
service or becomes insolvent or ceases to be available 
for any other reason, the officer shall furnish a fresh 
bond executed by another surety within tliirty days 
Irom the date of his acqidring knowledge of such 
event or fact, and if he fails to do so, the allotment 
of the residence to him, stiall unless otherwise decided 
by the allotting authority be deemed to have been 
cancelled with effect from, that event. 

18. Surrender of an allotment arid period of 
notice.—(1) An officer may at any time surrender 
an allotment by giving intimation so as to reach the 
allotting authority at least ten days before the date 
of vacation of the residence. The allotment of the 
residence shall be deemed to be cancelled with effect 
irom the eleventh day after the day on which the 
letter is received by the allotting authority or the date 
specified in the letter, whichever is later. If he failR 
to give due notice lie shall be responsible for payment 
of Licence fee for ten days or the number of days 
by whicJi the notice given by him falls short of tern 
days. 

Provided that the allotting authority may accept a. 
notice for a short peri^HJ. 

(2) An officer who surrenders the residence under 
sub-rule (1) shall not Ire considered again for allot- 
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ment of Government accommodation at the same 
station for a period of 6 months from the date of 
such surrender. 

19. Change of residence.—(1) An officer to whom 
a residence has becji allotted under thesle rules may 
apply or a change to another residence of the same 
type or a residence of the type to which he Ls eligible 
under rule 11 whichever ii; lower not earlier than a 
period of six months from the initial date of occupa¬ 
tion of accommodation. Not more than one change 
shall be allowed in respect of one type of resiidence 
allotted to the Officer. 

(2) All applications for change made in the form 
prescribed by the allotting authority and received upto 
the 19th day of a calendar month shall be included 
in the waiting list in the succeeding month. For pur¬ 
poses of this rule the officers whose names are included 
in the waiting list in an earlier month shall be senior 
to those whose names are included in the list in 
subsequent months. The intcr-se-seniority of the 
officers included in the list in any particular month 
shall be determined in the order of their priority dates. 

(3) Change.s of reo'dences shall he offered in order 
of seniority determined m accordance with sub-rule 
(2) and having regard to the Officers’ preferences as 
far as possible. 

(4) If an officer fails to accept a change cif residence 
offered to him within five days of the issue of such 
offer, he shall not be considered again for a change 
of residence of that type w'ithin a span of 6 months. 

(5) An officer who, after accepting a change of 
residence fails to take pos,session of the same shall be 
charged Licence fee for such residence af maricet rate 
as chargeable from unauthorised occupants in addition 
to the normal licence fee for the residence already in 
his possession. 

20. Mutual Exchange of residence,—Officers to 
whom residence of the same type have been allotted 
under these rules may apply for permission to mutually 
exchange their residences. 

"T’ermission for mutual exchange may be granted if 
both the officers are reasonably expected to be on 
duty at the same station and to reside in their mutually 
exchanged residences at least six months from the 
date of approval of such exchanges. 

21. Thransfer to non-family' .station.—^If an officer 
is transferred to a station vffiere he is riot permitted 
or advised by Government to take his family With him 
and the residence allotted to him under these rules 
is required by the family for the bonafide educational 
needs of the children he may be allowed on request, 
to retain the residence on payment of Licence fee 
under FR 45A till the end of current academic session 
of his children. 

22. Maintenance of Residence.—^The officer 
to whom a residence has been allotted _ shall 
maintain the residence and premises in a 
clean condition to the satisfaction of the 
Factory Maintenance Section concerned. Such 
officer shall not grow any tree, shrub or plants con¬ 
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trary to the instructions issued by the said authority, 
nor cut or lop off any existing uee or shrub in any 
guarded courtyard or compound attached to the 
residence save with the prior permission in writing 
of the authority aforesaid. Trees, plantation or vege¬ 
tation, grown in contravention of this rule may be 
caused to be removed by the allotting authority at the 
risk and cost of the officer concerned. 


23. Subletting and sharing of residences.—Sub¬ 
letting in the sense of allowing anybody serving under 
the Government or otherwise cither free of rent or 
on rent shall not be permissible under any circum¬ 
stances to any employee. If an allottee has sublet 
his premises to any other person, either partly or 
wholly, he shall be liable to penal rent which shall 
be equal to the prescribed percentage of his pay, or 
assessed rent or mairket rent whichever is higheri. 
.He may also be subjected to departmental discipli¬ 
nary action and|or eviction under the Public Premi¬ 
ses (Eviction of unauthorised occupants) Act, 1971.

least six months before the date of retirement or 
boarding out or death, in the case of near relations 
quarters may be allotted providecl the General 
Manager is satisfied with the genuineness of the claim. 

(b) The same residence may be regularised in the 
name of the relation if he or she is eligible for a 
residence of that type or a higher ^e. In other 
cases the said relation may be allott^ a residence 
of his or her entitlement type if available at the time 
or failing that a type next below, if acceptable to 
the allottee. 

29. Interpretation of rules.^—If any question .arises 
as to the interpretation of these rules, it shall bo 
decided by the Chairman, Ordnance Factory Board. 

30. Relaxation of Rules.—The Chairman. Ord¬ 
nance Factory Board may, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax all or any of the provisions of ihesc 
rules in the case of any officer or class of officers. 

31. Delegation of powers of Funct ons,—The 
Chairman, Ordnance Factory Board may delegate any 
or ail the powers conferred upon him by these rules 
to any officer under his control subject to such condi¬ 
tions as he may deem fit to impose.
